Feb. 15.—Governor 
Alva 
Adams has closed his defense in the 
contest for the office of governor, and 
ttuM ontestor, Former Governor James 
H. Peabody, will 
at once begin the 
presentation of evidence in rebuttal, 
for which tive days are allowed under 
the rules governing the contest. The 
legislative committee hearing th** con­ 
test is required to report its findings 
to the legislature 
March 
1, and on 
March 2, the contest will be decided. 
Three experts 
during the 
day re­ 
ported on fifteen precincts in Huer­ 
fano county. They testified that 1,088 
Republican and 162 Democratic bal­ 
lots out of a total of 2,607 votes were 
written by two or three persons. P< a- 
body received 1,928 
and Adams 628 
votes 
in 
these 
precincts. 
Should 
these prec incts 
be thrown out, Pea­ 
body would lose 
1,300 votes. 
With 
the same ac tion taken In regard to the 
Las Animas county boxes, whic h the 
Democratic experts 
exumined, Pea­ 
body would lose a total of 1,929 votes. 
Should the assembly agree to throw 
out all the precincts in which all the 
experts, both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic, discovered evidence of fraud, 
Governor 
Adams would 
retain his 
seat by a plurality of 909 votes. 


Washington, Feb.

Tuesday passed

Hansbrough amendment 
to the agri­ 
cultural bill relating to drawbac ks on 
duties on wheat, was agreed to after

debate in which

As adopted the

ment reads: 
“That paragraph 234 of the act of 
July 21, 1897, entitled 'an act to pro­ 
vide revenue for the government and 
to encourage the 
industries of 
the 
United State's,* shall not he held to be 
affected by the provisions of section 
80 of raid act ” 
Mr Hansbrough spoke in support of 
the amendment, going minutely Into 
the legislation and the decision of the 
attorney g< acral, which, in his view, 
made necessary the amendment, 
Mr. Hansbrough contended that the 
decision allowing a drawback on im­ 
ported wheat was wrong, because the 
portion of flour made trom such whe at 
eouid not le distinguished from that 
made of the domestic product, as. he 
argued, was necessary under the draw­ 
back provisions. 
He said the opinion 
would be farrc aching, extending to all 
article« used In manufacture*. 
“We hear much about the tariff re­ 
vision,” Mr. Hansbrough remarked, 
“but if the practice of the treasury de­

As adopted th e 
a m e n d ­ 
m ent read s: 
"T h at parag raph 234 of th e act of 
July 21, 1897, entitled ‘an a c t to pro­ 
vide rev en u e for the g o vernm ent and 
to 
enco urag e the 
ind u stries of 
the 
United S ta te s,’ shall not be held to be 
affected by the provisions of section 
SO of said act." 
Mr H ansbrough spoke in support of 
the am en d m en t, going m inutely into 
the legislation and the decision of the 
aitorney general, which, in his view, 
m ade necessary the am endm ent. 
Mr. H ansbrough contended th a t the 
decision allowing a draw b ack on im­ 
port cd wheat was wrong, b ecause the 
portion of Hour m ade from such w heat 
could not be distinguished from that 
m ade of th e domestic product, as, he 
argued, w as necessary un der the draw ­ 
back provisions.

W ashington, Feb. 
15.—T he senate 
Tuesday passed 
the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill and began considera­

The 
Hansbrough amendment 
to the agri­ 
cultural bill relating to drawbacks on 
duties on wheat, was agreed to after 
an extended 
debate in which 
tariff 
considerations figured to a consider­ 
able extent 
As adopted the 
am end­ 
ment reads: 
“That paragraph 234 of the act of 
July 21, 1897, entitled ‘an act to pro­ 
vide revenue for the government and 
to 
encourage the 
industries of 
the 
United States,’ shall not be held to be 
affected by the provisions of section 
30 of said act.” 
Mr Hansbrough spoke in support of 
the am endment, going minutely into 
the legislation and the decision of the 
aitornej general, which, in his view, 
made necessary the amendment. 
Mr. Hansbrough contended that the 
decision allowing a drawback on im­ 
ported wheat was wrong, because the 
portion of flour made from such wheat 
could not l*e distinguished from that 
made of the domestic product, as, he 
argued, was necessary under the draw­ 
back provisions. 
He said the opinion 
would be farreaching, extending to all 
articles used in manufacture. 
“ We hear much about the tariff re­ 
vision,” 
Mr. 
Hansbrough 
remarked, 
“but if the practice of the treasury de­ 
partm ent in accordance with this de­ 
cision is to go on such revision will 
be unnecessary because the treasury

Coming to the specific m atter in

Mr. Hansbrough said that the fact 
that the wheat grown in the United 
States was protected had the effect ot 
making the price of wheat in this coun­ 
try worth from 17 to 20 cents per 
bushel more than Canadian wheat and 
) he predicted that the practice in con­ 
formity with the recent decision would 
have the effect of lowering the price 
of American wheat while it increased 
the price of the Canadian article. 
Mr. McCumber (N. D.> supported

Hansbrough amendment, saying 
the effect of the decision is to estab­ 
lish free trade and to bring the price 
of American wheat to the Canadian 
level. 
Senator Hansbrough expresses con­ 
fidente that the house conferees will 
accept his amendment.

Every graduate 
from a high school, every officer who 
leaves the army to go into civil service, 
Is, according to Russian law*, given a 
“tschin,” and in this way “tschin” 
stands rather for a certain amount of 
education than for wliat may he de­ 
fined as rank. A person of noble blrtli 
has the privilege of obtaining a 
“tschin” easier and more quickly than 
a person of lower birth, ho that a noble­ 
man needs only have served a very 
short time in a government office to be 
come a “tschinownlk.” 
Every clerk who has passed an ex 
nminatlon becomes a “tschinownlk” 
and is thereby lo a certain extent safe 
from arrest without a special warrant.

It is only a question of 
time when the nationalities ruled by 
Russia will acquire autonomy, and this 
will happen without the continuous 
quarrels which we witness every day 
In Austria. The Russians are not near­ 
ly as small a minority within the em­ 
pire as are the Germans in Austria. 
The Russian people will soon see the 
end of autocracy and when given a 
constitution will show itself fully able 
to govern its own affairs, and when 
full amnesty Is given to all political 
offenders the thousands of men of all 
classes who have suffered Imprison­ 
ment and banishment rather than 
prove traitors to their Ideals will carry 
Russia onward and forward on the 
road to honor and fame. From the 
ranks of these martyrs shall he chosen 
a set of officials who will soon silence 
those who think that the Russian peo­ 
ple are not fit for self government.

Is It not a fact that many small 
communities in Siberia which have 
been forgotten by the imperial govern­ 
ment govern their own affairs In the 
most praiseworthy manner, absolutely 
without any control by czar, popes, po­ 
lice or tschlnownlks? 
We who know the Russian people 
: know it to be entirely different from 
the general ideas about it. We remera- 
j her how the Russian peasants behaved 
when they were suddenly relieved from 
serfdom. 
During the last few years which pre­ 
ceded the ukase which set the serfs 
five there were violent peasant upris­ 
ings all over, property was destroyed 
and chateaus burned and pillaged. 
During the reign of Kntherlna not a 
single year passed that troops did not 
have to suppress peasant riots. Thir­ 
teen governments were In open revolt 
at one time, and peasants were shot 
down by the hundreds by regular 
armies before peace was restored. 
When it became known that the czar 
intended to abolish serfdom nil tho 
large landowners raised the cry that 
the proclamation would he followed by 
anarchy all over the country; that the 
peasants liberated from their fetters 
would kill every landed aristocrat and 
set 11 re to every chateau in the coun­ 
try. The greatest precautions were 
taken to prevent this, and 011 Feb. 19, 
18(51, whole armies were held la readi­ 
ness to suppress the expected disturb­ 
ances. But what happened? 
The people greeted the reforms not 
with violence, but with blessings and 
prayers. With expressions of the most 
touching gratitude they accepted their 
personal liberty as something sacred 
and with Joy took up the many new bur­ 
dens which were imposed upon them, 
feeling that with the new privilege 
must follow new duties, and up to the 
last reactionary reform in 1890 two 
Russian governments, the zemstvos of 
Perm and WJntka, were run by the 
peasants themselves and by officials 
elected by peasants.

A forest and a sheep farm of 420 
acres is the estate to he formed by P. 
J. Eigenmunn, president of the Rock- 
port Trust company, for his son, now 
one year old, says a dispatch from In­ 
dianapolis, Ind. 
W. II. Freeman, secretary of the In 
diana state board of forestry, in his 
talks before farmers’ institutes recent­ 
ly has tried to impress 011 his hearers 
the value of using their broken sandy 
clay land for forest preserves. Mr. 
Eigenmann became so interested in the 
plan that he has decided to turn 420 
acres of broken, denuded sandy clay 
land at Bradley’s Grossing into a forest 
and sheep farm and hopes that by the 
time the boy, for whose benefit the in­ 
vestment is made, grows up this prop­ 
erty. now valued at about $ 10 an acre, 
will he very valuable. 
In speaking of the experiment Mr. 
Freeman described the soil as about 
six feet deep, underlaid with soapstone 
clay, which formed an impervious 
stratum for water. When exposed and 
denuded, said Mr. Freeman, this land 
becomes barren and badly eroded. 
“This sort of land can be made valua­ 
ble,’’ lie said. "O11 the loose, sandy 
clay black locust trees will he planted 
eight to twelve feet apart. In the 
harder clay soil chestnut trees will ho 
planted at similar distances. 
“Wherever locust trees are found 
there you will also find a fine stand of 
blue grass. Tho locust tree is legumi­ 
nous, not dense of shade. Its roots 
rapidly network the soil and prevent 
erosion, and a few years will see a 
dense, luxuriant growth of blue grass. 
"These trees afford just enough 
denseness of shade to protect such land 
from the sun’s rays, conserve the 
moisture and stimulate a growth of 
grass, and the seeds, leaves and flow­ 
ers, because of their leguminous prop­ 
erties, act as fertilizer. Thinning of 
the trees and the grass will follow as 
necessity demands. It Is after a good 
stand of grass Is obtained that the 
stock will be allowed to graze over the 
land. Meantime the trees will be pro­ 
tected from the stock. 
"The objects aimed at will be accom­ 
plished. Grazing for sheep and cattle 
will he afforded, and a valuable forest 
estate of posts, telegraph and telephone 
poles and railroad timbers will be ob­ 
tained. I can think of no more prac­ 
tical way to provide for that one-year- 
old son.”

A bill extending the protective lim it 
for Japanese or Chinese pheasants to 
1915, and General Flo w er’s bill, mak­ 
ing the bribing of legislators and leg- 
islators-elect a felony, were passed. 
Corporations or so-called trusts do­ 
ing business in Minnesota will have a 
hard time of it if a bill offered jointly 
In the house by Representatives A. J. 
Rockne and T. T. Ofsthun becomes a 
law. 
It is an anti trust measure, without 
any reserving clauses, and puts every 
business combination in the state on 
the defensive. 
The bill construes 
every trust or 
combination in restraint of trade in­ 
imical to the interests of the state, and 
therefore 
illegal. 
Eve ry person 
in­ 
volved is construed as compounding 
or committing a felony. 
Heavy punishment is provided for 
the offense, and the 
courts, in their 
Judgment, 
may forfeit sinh 
felon’s 
property in the stnte. 
June 30, 1905, is the date when this 
bill, if it passes, becomes operative, 
and, preceding its enactment, all cor­ 
porations and companies wishing to 
do business or continue such in M in­ 
nesota must sign a statement announc­ 
ing their willingness to submit to its 
requirements. 
The bill covers every phase of the so­ 
called trust situation, and for its in­ 
tent has the suppression of everything 
that would be contrary to legitimate 
business or in restraint of trade.

A cup still 
containing some carbolic acid, and 
burns on her lips and tongue showed 
the cause of her death. Mrs. Koehr 
had been missing since last Thursday. 


Minneapolis Man Suicides. 
Minneapolis, Feb. 15.—Emil Cussler, 
aged twenty-eight, committed suicide 
by shooting himself in the head dur­ 
ing the afternoon in the yards of the 
Northwestern Fuel company, at the 
west end ol the steel arch bridge, near 
the union depot. Cussler was afflict­ 
ed with ear trouble and the pain and 
fear of deafness are thought to have 
driven him insane.

St. Paul, Feb. 15.—Minnesota will 
spend $10,000 on a suitable souvenir 
for the battleship Minnesota, which is 
to be launched at Newport News, April 
8. A resolution for an appropriation 
of that amount was introduced in the 
senate Tuesday 
and unanimously 
adopted. It recites that, as the Unit­ 
ed States has built a magnificent fight­ 
ing ship and named it in honor of the 
North Star state, it was fitting that a 
souvenir of this honor should be 
placed on the ship as a gift from the 
state. A committee of three senators 
is to be named with Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Jones, to decide upon the form 
the souvenir shall take. It is cus­ 
tomary in cases of this kind for the 
gift to take the form of a solid silver 
set to he used on gala occasions. 
A similar resolution was introduced 
in the house. It was referred to the 
committee on appropriations. 
The senate refused to adjourn till 
Thursday, in spite of the fact that to­ 
day will he largely devoted by com­ 
mittees to inspection trips, and the at­ 
tendance is likely to be slim in conse­ 
quence. 
The state public sehool committee 
will visit that institution at Owatonna 
and the state training school commit­ 
tee will go to the institution at Red 
Wing. The normal school committee 
consisting of the delegation from Ram­ 
sey, Hennepin and St. Louis counties, 
will visit the sick and crippled chil­ 
dren’s ward of the city hospital of St. 
Paul. 
Three Bills Passed. 
Three bills were passed by the sen­ 
ate. One was Senator Thompson’s 
bill to appropriate $50,000 to pay the 
deficiency in the state aid to high 
schools for the years 1903 and 1904. 
Another was Senator Schain’s bill, 
providing for a $10,000 appropriation 
for school district libraries and the 
third was Senator Calhoun’s bill, pro­ 
viding for the diverting of the channel 
of Bassett’s creek so as to make it 
flow through the Lake of the Isles, 
Lake Calhoun and Cedar Lake. 
Senator Stephens’ bill for an act to 
exempt all property of G. A. R. posts 
from any taxation, except local im­ 
provement assessments, was passed 
and then reconsidered and re-referred 
to the judiciary committee. 
Senator Thorpe introduced a bill 
amending the gross earnings tax law 
so far as it relates to telephone com­ 
panies. requiring those whose lines be­ 
gin and end in any one city, town or 
village to pay a 3 per cent gross earn­ 
ings tax to the county instead of the 
state, as at present. 
Senator McNamee introduced a bill 
allowing villages having charters to 
amend the same, upon petition of five 
per cent of the legal voters to the 
charter board. 
The senate adopted a resolution urg­ 
ing the Minnesota delegation in con­ 
gress to support the legislation asked 
bv the Upper Mississippi River Im­ 
provement association, relative to 
deepening the channel of the river.

House 
Eliminates 
Criticism 
of 
Van 
Sant and Johnson. 
The house Tuesday promptly ex­ 
purgated from the report of the com­ 
mittee on accounts and expenditures, 
criticism directed at ex-Governor Van 
Sant and ex-Public Examiner Johnson 
for an alleged failure to report to form­ 
er legislatures that Former Insurance 
Commissioner Dearth had a gold mine 
in his office. 
The report concluded with a recom­ 
mendation that, the commissioner’s 
fees lie abolished and the commission­ 
er given a $5,000 salary instead. Mr. 
Dearth is said to have taken in over 
$63,000 in fees in four years. 
A bill extending the protective limit 
for Japanese or Chinese pheasants to 
1915, and General Flower’s bill, mak­ 
ing the bribing of legislators and leg- 
islators-elect a felony, were passed. 
Corporations or so-called trusts do­ 
ing business in Minnesota will have a 
hard time of it if a bill offered jointly 
in the house by Representatives A. J. 
Rockne and T. T. Ofsthun becomes a 
law.it is an anti trust measure, without 
any reserving clauses, and puts every 
business combination in the state on 
the defensive. 
The bill construes every trust or 
combination in restraint of trade in­ 
imical to the interests of the state, and 
therefore illegal. Every person in­ 
volved is construed as compounding 
or committing a felony. 
Heavy punishment is provided for 
the offense, and the courts, in their 
judgment, may forfeit such felon’s 
property in the state. 
June 30, 1905, is the date when this 
bill, if it passes, becomes operative, 
and. preceding its enactment, all cor­ 
porations and companies wishing to 
do business or continue such in Min­ 
nesota must sign a statement announc­ 
ing their willingness to submit to its 
requirements. 
The bill covers every phase of the so- 
called trust situation, and for its in­ 
tent has the suppression of everything 
that would be contrary to legitimate 
business or in restraint of trade.
